months," the speaker warned.

There is no indication now that 
the west's population growth is 
coming to a halt. 


'Phis decline in shipments of 
western cattle to mldwestern and 
eastern markets shows that there 
is opportunity, farm officials say, 
for expansion in beef cattle raising 
in .areas now producing surplus 
crops—such as cotton, peanuts, 
tobacco, ana the like. Much land 
now being depleted by producing 
unneeded crops should be put into 
grass for cattle grazing, these of- 
ficials say. Unless this is done, 
they add, meat supplies could be- 
come relatively short.

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HIDDEN TAXES 


Hidden taxes, which become a part of the 


cost of every article a person buys in the 
stores, have bpen receiving much attention 
lately. IB general this is an excellent thing, 
although some- misconceptions are being 
generated. Probably chief among these is an 
idea that, having "discovered" these hidden 
taxes, w* should forthwith get rid of them. 
We couldn't do that without some drastic 
changes in government at all levessi. 


So-called hidden taxes finance, among 


other things, a substantial share of federal 
government operations, build the highways 
on which we drive, pay for the sustenance of 
the aged and infirm, tide your neighbor over 
a period of unemployment, and come back to 
municipalities in state and .federal aid, No, 
we wouldn't want to eliminate hidden taxes 
in an offhand manner. But they should be 
brought out into the light; we should con- 
vert them Into taxes everybody realizes he 
is paying. 


The disclosure of hidden taxes is helping 


to destroy an old illusion which still persists 
—the notion that the terms "taxpayer" and 
"property oswier" are synonymous, that the 
taxes are paid by the owners of real estate. 
That never was so. A full share of taxes 
always has been, and doubtless always wilt 
be, passed on to the buyers of goads and 
services, the renters of houses and btitldiMfgs. 
Everybody pays the taxes, and the1 amount 
eachJ Individual pays is pretty, accurately 
proportionate to the amount of money, or Its 


ot, which he makes and spends 


One* that fact is understood and appreci- 
ated, hidden taxes will no longer deserve 
that title.

AFFIRMATION OP FAITH 


The rural and small-town newspaper is a

Thin was the theme of a 
three-day meeting of editors and publishers 
held recently in New York City. 


Speakers emphasized their belief that the 


so-called welfare state is essentially undemo- 
cratic, and declared their opposition to any 
attempt to control the press. 


With the purpose of impressing these 


ideas on the public, the National Editorial 
Association will lead a pilgrimage on June 25 
to Plymouth Rock "to re-dedicate itself and 
its 5,300 members to the basic ideals of 
democracy". This re-dedication is described 
as "a serious and solemn intention to re- 
affirm devotion to the principles that have 
made o«r country great and our denlocracy 
strong." 


There exists, in a world buffeted by the 


winds of propaganda, a need for affirmations 
of our faith in democracy. Simple state- 
ments of fact sometimes have little impact on 
the public mind. The dramatic effect of the 
editors' project is sure to waken a response 
in the minds and hearts of its observers. 


If all the money that the state* collected 


from the gasoline tax went to the upkeep of 
the roads, how marvelous they would be! 
And how hard hit would be the other state 
activities now carried on by the income re- 
ceived from the motorist. 


ON REBUILDING~GERMANy 


The western world 5s divided between 


those who favor the economic restoration of 
that part of Germatfy controlled ' by the 
Allies, and those who feel that the Germans 
have not been sufficiently chastened by the 
war and the occupation, and that if they gain 
in economic power, they are bound to use 
it to the detriment of their neighbors.

President Alan Valentine, of the University of 


Rochester, said something very important: 


"My recent experience In Europe (an chief of 


the JE.C.A, Mission to Uio IVelheriftnds) has left me 
with several convictions pcrhapa relevant to the 
work of the University. I am, for example, con- 
vinced that In selecting our teachers we must to 
the gteatest possible extent search for and secure 
men and women with personal integrity, social 
responsibility and strength of charuclcr as well as 
high professional competence> 
We must do HO be- 
cause we must help our nation and the world meet 
its need for graduates in whom we have inculcated, 
to our utmost capacity, those specific qualities. We 
shall not be doing all we can for our nation and 
our students if we include among their teachers 
and models men and women themselves irrespon- 
sible. Insincere in their acceptance of the obliga- 
tions of their profession, or weak In facing their 
own problems and duties. Our desire that every 
one ot our scholars and^cicnlisls be eminent In his 
Held is as strong as ever, but we'must continue to 
flnd eminence with character, and we must pass 
by the brilliant scholar whose personal code is 
deeply dyed with selfishness, irresponsibility, weak- 
ness or Insincerity. Such a man cannot fit Into the 
community of co-operative scholars Which is a true 
University." 


I WHS thinking about this and other matters the 
other day, when it occurred to me that it is very, 
bad for America that the word, Harvard, has be- 
come a joke. Harvard Is too important in our 
national tradition to be used whenever any dome- 
dlan or even after-dinner speaker wants to revive 
his audience. 
It is not good, that, Harvard is our oldest insti- 


tution of higher education and its contributions to 
American culture and life have been enormous, 
Unfortunately, Harvard has also housed a number 
of men who are morally and intellectually queer 
and has turned out some lawyers who are beneath 
our contempt. And during the post decades, these 
brilliant but shoddy persons have given Harvard a 
very bad home. 
President Valentine soundly contrasts brilliance 


and character. 
When they do not go together, 
brilliance can well be sacrificed. 
And academic 


freedom need be no defense for the man who goes 
haywire. 
Let us take the case of Harlow Shapley, pro- 


fessor of astronomy at Harvard. Astronomers 
have told me that he Js one of the best. Friends 
of his have told me that he is not only not a Com- 
munist but that he if anti-Marxist. If all that is 
correct, then he must be Irrational, For no man 
in the entire United States has done more to lend 
his name And the name of his university to pro- 
mote the cause of communism in America than 
Harlow Shapley. 


Were he a Communist, he could say that be i» 


deeply convinced and willing to live by his convic- 
tions whatever they may be.. But as it k insisted 
that he it not ft Communist, then he must be irre- 
sponsible, having a wonderful time setting an ex- 
ample to young people of what a bad boy he can 
be. He U more harmful than a night club playboy, 
who as a Charlatan, hurts no one but himself; 
Shapley i* honored, admired and emulated by stu- 
dents who know of his intellectual brilliance; yet 
he Ie4 that anti-American demonstration «t tha 
Waldorf-Astoria. 
Felix Frankfurter U not a Communist. Felix 
Frankfurter is a brilliant talker who rung through 
all tides of « question which leaves his listeners 
breathlffls with Wonder at hl» knowledge, eitiflitlon 
and wisdom, Yet, his favored pupils, those whose 
niBnfls stand ,6ut in tht news, are uniformly with- 
out public morality. 
It te**w to nwr that now is-the tint* fot the 
alumni associations of all our great voluntary uni- 
versities to appoint investigative committees to 
discover what has been happening In these won- 
derful years of academic freedom- The professors 
Want money for buildings, libraries, laboratories 
and scholarships. And the money should be given 
—and plentifully. These voluntary institution* 
must be saved from control by the politicians. 
On-the other hand, trustee* generally have been 


eareJeas and negligent. They have attended to 
corporate business but not to learning. The time 
has come for careful scrutiny by the alumni, Our 
universities must be saved.

Washington—Five years ago 


today, this column broke one oi 
the most sensational and unpleas- 
ant stories of the war. American 
troops had reached the suburbs 
of Berlin, I reported, and then 
been ordered back to the river 
Elbe because of a demand by the 
Russians. 


Publication brought immediate 


criticism from a great many peo- 
Sle, who felt that 1 WRS upsetting 
. S.'Russian relations. They es- 


pecially objected to this para- 
graph: 
"At the height of the rapid 


U. S. advance (toward Berlin), 
and Just four days before Roose- 
velt's death, Stalin sent him a 
brusque note accusing the United 
States of making a deal with the 
Nazis in order to advance more 
rapidly through Germany, The 
note was couched in most caustic 
and critical language. The in- 
ference was that a U. S.-<3erman 
deal had permitted-the Nazis to 
transfer more troops to the east- 
ern front and thus kill more Rus- 
sians." 


I mention this now, because 
that critical mail came from 
about the same general type of 
people who are now writing me 
letters upholding Senator Mc« 
Catthy and denouncing every- 
thing even remotely Russian, 


In other words, tha Pendulum 


of public opinion, having- swung 
Violently 
one way, has now 


swung just as violently the other 
way. Five years ago some people 
loved Russia too much, now some 
people hate Russia beyond the 
point of objectivity. 


Sometimes we get better objec- 
tivity by thumbing through the 
pages of the past. And here are 
some situations taken from the old 
flier oC the Washington Merry-Go- 
Round- which illustrate:

..Situation No. B-v0n Sept, 7, 
1947 I published another expose 
telling how a Uttle group of gov- 
ernment employes had operated a 
spy ring in a Maryland suburb 
basement, stealing blueprints of 
the B-2S, photostating thorn, and 
sending them by courier to New 
York and thence to Moscow. 
The story was considered so sen- 
sational that many newspapers 
did not publish it. One year and a 
half later, it made headlines when 
officially revealed by a Congres- 
sional committee. 


Situation An Of Now—Today the 
Ataerican people are harassed, 
worried, and sometimes seething 
mad. 
They don't know whom 10 


believe—McCarthy, Tydings, or 
who?

would be complete without making 
an Appraisal of the U, S. farm 
situation, 


Farmers, like practically every- 


one else, are rather preoccupied 
with, the business 
of making 


money. Their success fn this mat- 
ter during the decade from 1940 
through 1949 is nothing less than 
astounding. Farmers' total cash 
receipts climbed from $8,688,000,- 
000 m 1939 to $31,308,000,000 in 
the record year of 1948. Last year, 
there was an 11% per cent decline 
to $27,703,000,000. Will the down- 
trend continue in 1950? 
Although It is much too early 
in the season to attempt a fore- 
cast of total crop production, it 
may be taken for granted that 
farmers will try again for another 
bumper outturn. Government sup- 
ports are too attractive for them 
to do otherwise. Acreage cuts may 
well be offset by use of better 
land and seed, closer planting, and 
intensive cultivation. But weather 
will be the determining factor. 
Should the aggregate 1950 crop 
again be large, farmers' total re- 
ceipts may slide 10 per cent more 
to somewhat under $25,000,000,- 
000—a tidy sum, nevertheless! 


Factors Behind The Slump 
During the war years, it was

production be stepped up to the 
limit, mo that the needs of our 
allien and of ourselves might be 
adequately provided for. History 
reveals how well those needs wore 
met, Farmers throughout the land 
bent their shoulders to the wheel 
and turned out unprecedented 
crops for years on end.

Mr, Qcorge Garrison's article 


on tanneries has brought com- 
ment from various sources. Some- 
one remembered a tannery down 
near Wilbur. Then I received it 
otter from Mrs. Carlton Beach 
rrom High Falls, who gays she 
has an old account book on 
•Hides" from Rondotit In 1836, 
which she said she will let me 
look over. Also t was given a 
map of the Shaken Tannery. 
Those in that area may remember 
:his 1875 year map. It has the 
Esopus Creek running in a branch 
with Butternut Creek, At the in- 
tersection is the tannery build- 
'ng. There is the boiler and leach 
house. Also such, other buildings 
as & store, barn, dwelling, and 
tide house. Further away toward 
Esopus Creek, there Is the bark 
pile, of which there arc six in 
in even row near the bark shed. 
The whole drawing is scaled 200 
feet to the incn so that those who 
interested may know the 
exact size of the original tannery 
arrangement. It is from "Atlas 
of Ulster County" and the first 
drawing I ever saw of a tannery.

Four centimes ago, Cexvantes 


wrote: "A bird In the hand la 
worth two in the bush!" And an- 
other ancient wiHer declared: 
"One bltd in the net is better 
than & hundred flying." Some- 
where between these two philoso- 
phies lies a se-Hd meeting ground 
for o million American investors 
who since 1946, have seen paper 
protlts pile up in the billions of 
dollars. 


Stock 
prices 
aie 
hovering 


around their highs for lour years. 
Almost everybody has capital 
gains. And one o£ the commonest 
questions tod*y is. "Shall I take 
them?" It Cervantes and the 
other ancient winter weie here 
today, It is to be hoped that the 
army of security owners who ex- 
pect to sell sometime would not 
wait for the last Hth after Jlsten- 
ing to the admonition that one in 
hand Is better than two in the 
bush or oven one to A hundred. 
Let me say parenthetically that 
in every field of human activity 
In Amei^ca, if our people knew 
and followed the wisdom of the 
past, the country would not be 
In its present sotry state. There 
arc enough proverbs with eco- 
nomic facets in the old writings 
to lurnlsh the background lor 
years of articles dealing with 
waste and extravagance, with In- 
dolence and gross inefficiency, 
However, U Is doubtful if the 
keenest writing would influence 
current doings 
The question then Is: ."Should 
profits be taken?" It Is a broad 
query. 
Fuithermore, and most 
important, no Investment prob- 
lem is ever adequately solved if 
it is taken from its immediate 
economic context. There are al- 
ways 
cond-itrons 
and 
circum- 
stances that must be carefully 
analyzed If capital matters are 
to be artsnged properly. 
And so, the general suggestions 
laid'down in this article must be 
fitted into any changes prompted 
by prospective profit-taking. In 
the entire field of investment fl- 
nanee, one Investor's meat may 
he another investor's poison. By 
which I -mean that on « given 
day, one investor should be buy- 
Jng the very security another 
investor is selling. 
Here is a broad, general rule 
that statute up fcom decade to 
decade: 
If capital gains are more to 
portant than Income, take profits. 
Let me »how how this works 
out in a concrete case. Here Is 
an investor who was fortunate In 
buying shares at $30 each many 
years ago. They are now $80 
ench. During 1049 cash dividends 
were 
abnormally large—$8 a 
share. The investor received over 
25 per cent in income based on 
purchase price in 1949. And even 
today, the yield is 10 per cent 
present prices. 
But he can't eat his cake and 
have it too. Neither 
can any 
other Investor, It so happens 
there are other financial Items in- 
volved in thi» capital gain* situa- 
tion 


He 1» carrying only $2,000 worth 
of insurance 
He has a $6,000 mortgage on his 
home 


His bank balances we small. 
He has two growing children 
who will soon be ready for col- 
lege 


His capital gains situation is 
excellent He hates to pay taxes. 
In fnct, the two biggest stumbling 
blocks in the way of profit taking 
are taxes and very large present 
income. But he should remem- 
ber that "a bird in the hand is 
Worth two in the bush" and even 
"one in the net Is better than 100 
flying " 


What can this wisdom do for 
him' 


It can set up a $25,000 Insur- 
ance program. It can pay off his 
mortgage 
It can build up com- 
fortabte chocking and savings ac- 
count balances. It fun reason- 
ably assure a good education for 
the lioys 


Tnko profits sure' 
Evoiy stockholder In America 
having paper profits should 1m- 
medintely ask himself: "Are capi- 
tal Rains more important in my 
economic world than income?" 
If the answer Is "Yes"—then 
cash sMne of them )n and rebuild 
your assets.

"We of newspapers are keenly 
aware of the increasing fai|b of 
national advertisers, and their 
agencies in the efficiency and pro- 
ductivity o£ newspaper advertis- 
ing," Barnes declared in coment- 
imj on newspapers' latest gains, 
"On our part, we accept these 
continued gains as a challenge to 
newspapers to work stilt more 
closely with advertisers to help 
them make their newspaper ad- 
vertising dollar a sUU moi e profit- 
able Investment." 
Tracing the rise in national ad- 
vertising In newspapers since the 
war, Barnes recalled that the then 
all-time high o£ 1846 totaled only 
$270,000,000, over which the 1949 
total represents an increase of 
64.8 per cent The 1946 highmark 
was followed by another of $357,- 
000,000 in 1947 and by $389,261,- 
000 in 1S48. 
Issuance of the new figures ts 
made possible, Barnes explained, 
by the Bureau's annual statistical 
work, "Expenditures of National 
Advertisers in Newspapers," which 
is now being compiled for publi- 
cation and distribution to national 
advertisers, advertising agencies 
and newspapers 
later 
in the 
spring. 
The 1949 figure for newspaper 
national advertising is a projec- 
tion, the Bureau explained, based 


on actual space measurements of 
all national ("geneuil" plut, auto- 
motive) advertising carried by 1>- 
260 week-day and 430 Sunday news- 
papers The week-day newspapers 
thus measured have a combined 
circulation, the Buieau said, of 
50386,219—01 953 per cent of 
total U. S. week-day circulation, 
while the measured Sunday news- 
papers show « combined circula- 
tion of 44840,339—or 966 
per 
cent of the total U. S. Sunday 
newspaper circulation The actual- 
ly measured newspapers Accounted 
for 956 per cent of the finally 
projected $445,015,000 total.
